THE COUNTY CAPITAL 


The News of the Week in Doylestown as Gathered 


by Our Special Correspondent, 


Doylestown, November IT, 1908. 


Town Council started out last night 


with one of those "get-after-'em' 
itches, but the Cold Feet Fraternity 
within the body got busy—ami It was 
all oti. That Is, all off except bluff 
up Its .sleeve, but unfortuntely few 
of 'em work. 


For instance, a few weeks ago 


Council threatened to get an Injunc- 
tion against the sewerage company 
for maintaining nuisances which are 
undoubtedly a menace to the public 
health. It worked just far enough to 
bring-the Superintendent of the cor- 
poration Into Council to throw 
a 


blulf that he was just about to do 
the work insisted 
upon. 
And the 


result/ 
Why, he hasn I done enough 


to make it noticeable. 


Presto' Last night Council decid- 


ed to get right down to business (?) 
and get an injunction, but when it 
came to talking the matter over seri- 
ously they decided it wouldn't work. 
Then what? Well, they directed the 
President to get warrants for the sewer 
company officers on charges of main- 
taining a nuUance at theOliurcli street 
disposal plant, where the sewage runs 
into the street and also into a creek 
which empties into a pond from which 
the borough gets its ice supply. 
If 


the president does his duty and follows 
directions he will at least show that 
Council is doing its best. But, bless 
you, 
no one expects him to do it, for 


the blulllng has been going on too 
long. 


SHOVELLING SNOW. 


And then there was another proposi- 


tion -and 
another 
blrfff! 
Council 


would like to have some person tell 
lion to inane residents clean snow off 
their walks, please 
Ordinance? Oh, 


my yes; they'e had one since '67, but 
Council hasn t -the backbone to try to 
enforce it. "There might be techni- 
calities to knock it out,' the Cold Feet 
Fraternity argued, so Council decided 
to send them notices to clean off the 
walks or suffer the consequences. 
The consequences (another bluff) will 
probably be having the dog-catchers 
mil on their trail, or something equal' 
ly horrible and indefinite. 


And the funny part about it is that 


some of the Borough "Dads" realize 
how lidlculons they are making thern- 
sehes, for one of them suggested that 
"tomorrow the newspapers will be 
making fun of us again." 


SHUT OFF OUTSIDERS. 


Bluff No. 3—It was proposed in 


view of the lack of water to refuse 
to furnish a supply to consumers out 
of the borough 
The explanation of 
this is very plausible, and probably 
true, but the object is nothing less 
than to force the residents or the coun- 
try 
immediately 
surrounding the 


town to apply for annexation. That 
would mean a "Greater Doyestown." 
Ilvvouldadd nearly 1000 inhabitants 
and a mighty good-sized pile of tax. 


Making this proposition, the Coun- 


cilmen argue that as conditions exist 
the present plant and wells are net 
more than sufficient to supply the 
town fully, whereas, if they cut off 
the consumers outside of the borough 
limits the supply would be plentiful 
enough not to necessitate enlarging 
the pumping station and sinking 
more artesian wells. If the town is 
forced to make these improvements, 
Councilmen argue, the outside con- 
sumers should be willing to come 
into the borough and pay for the 
water, as well as for the many other 
conveniences they have for which they 
pay nothing. 
It s a good, square business proposi- 


tion, but it's a bluff just the same. 
Just one other thing in Council's 


proceedings will be of more passing 
interest. It was decided to pay the 
borough employes every week Instead 
of monthly, as the present system is 
believed to inflict a hardship on the 
employes and merchants.

SCHOOL BAVINGBABANDONED. 


After fifteen years of success the 


school savings fund started by Princi- 
pal John L. Shroy, 
formerly of 


Doylestown, has been abandoned, to 
the intense regret of Principal Boss 
and the local corps of teachers. 


For fifteen years at least one-fifth 


of the pupils in the local 
public 


schools have been bringing small sums 
weekly to be deposited for them in the 
Doylestonn National Bank. 
During 
that time they have 
accumulated 


thousands of dollars In individual ac- 
counts from $1 to *50. 


It is presumed that the bank refused 


to receive the funds longer on account 
of the extensive and unprofitable book; 
keeping, but, however, that may be, 
it has removed from the schools, the 
teachers say, one of the best influ- 
ences in teaching frugality, thrift 
and self-denial. 
WATCHING FOR VIOLATIONS. 
True sportsmen in the county will 


be interested and pleased to know that 
the Pennsylvania Game Commission 
has three agents who will remain in 
the county during the gunning season 
to ferret out violations of the game 
laws and prosecute the offenders. 


They made their advent last week 


when they arrested two foreigners it 
Bushland and had fines of $108 im- 
posed. Foreigners, it seems, are the 
chief class of offenders, but there are 
others, native Americans, who are 
not above \ iolatlng the game laws, 
and it behooves them to put the brakes 
upon their operations. 


JAUNDICE EPIDEMIC. 


Not many weeks ago reference was 


made to the epidemic of jaundice in 
this part of the country. This fact 
is dwelt upon more fully and interest- 
ingly by "F. B. B." in a communi- 
cation to a local paper in which he 
says that history is just repeating 
itself. 


After referring to the paper lead by 


George A. Jenks, Esq., beiore the 
Bucks County Medical Society, In 
which he said that his father had 
gained some fame during an epidemic 
of jaundice or biliary fever in 1846, 
the writer goes on to say that such 
epidemics, which had many victims 
in the vicinity of Doylestown, had 
at times been noticed in different 
ports of Europe as well as in the 
United States. The writer added that 
almost all of these epidemics occurred 
when the weather was very dry and 
hot from June on and said: 
"These epidemics, as a rule, have 


been of a very mild form of the disease 
and present merely the symptoms of a 
catarrbal jaundice of more or less 
severity, preceded by a period of fever 
with gastric disturbances. Most of 
the older writers ascribe these epi- 
demics to atmospheric disturbances 
and the striking fact that most of 
them have occurred, in the late sum- 
mer or early fall, during or follow- 
ing a spell of great heat or drought, 
gives them some tangible evidence on 
which to "base their conclusions. But 
la the light of modem knowledge tbe 
most plausible theory must be that 
this condition or disease is caused by 


some bacterial organism, probably in 
one of two ways. Either the growth 
of the bacteria is made more active (in 
other words the weather conditions are 
more propitious for its growth" and 
dissemination) or the depressing in- 
fluences of heat and drought make the 
human body leas resistant to the in- 
fection." 


FREE DELIVERY ROUTES. 
Territory surrounding Doylestown 


for a radius of two miles or a little 
over will be covered within about two 
months by two Rural Free Delivery 
routes for which Postmaster E. Wesley 
Heeler is arranging. 
One of these 


routes will cover more than 25 miles 
and the other 24 miles. 


Opposition to the institution of the 


routes has been confined to patrons oT 
local daily papers who, by having 
but one delivery each day, will not re- 
ceive their daily papers tbe day after 
they are issued. However, the plan Is 
meeting with much favor and will 
probably be In operation by the be- 
ginning of the new year. The only 
expense to which patrons are put is 
the purchase of boxes at about $1.2o. 


REV LABAREE ATTACKED. 
Reading of the murderous attacks of 


Kurds in Persia has seemed bad 
enough, but the offenses were brought 
closer home, Sunday, when a letter 
from Rev. Robert M. Lnbaree was 
read In the Presbyterian Church of 
which ha was pastor until four jears 
ago when he went to Druuiia, Persia, 
to take the place left vacant by his 
brother, who was murdered by the 
Kurds. 


Mr. Laba/ee's letter was too long to 


permit of publication 
here, but a 
little synopsis may be of interest to 
his friends who are readers of the 
Gazette. After telling of the personal 
w ork among the Moslems he describes 
his returning home through tbe plain 
of Suldiz, where he was attacked, but 
escaped with his life Because he was 
accompanied by two Persian soldiers. 
Details of the attack would doubtless 
be absorbingly interesting, but 
he 


writes only this: 
"Once five mounted Kruds armed to 


their teeth and with their faces cov- 
ered galloped down at us from the 
hills but seeing our escort they polite- 
ly saluted us and continued on their 
way to rob a party a mile or two 
behind us; so that we had the satis- 
faction of knowing that $2.50 spent 
for the guards 
was 
not thrown 


away."

humiliating statement that the dis- 
covery that the Interview had not had

:rown." He added that were it not 
so, neither he (the chancellor) nor his 
successors could accept responsibilities 
therefor. This was taken to be vir- 
.nally a promise from the emperor to 
;he Reichstag to be good hereafter. 
Then referring to the interview In 
letail, Von lluelow expressed 
doubt 


:hat it was published just as spoken 
)y the Kaiser. As to the sending of 
he Boer war plan, It was true that 
he Kaiser had submitted a plan to the 
3erman war office, but he had sent 
only some academic principles to 
Queen Victoria secretly. 
The chan- 


cellor was glad that all the critics 
lad expressed only friendliness for 
Kngluiid, n feeling which he shared. 
The demands that the foreign policy 
of the empire be more In the hands of 
he Reichstag were virtually acceded 
o by the chancellor and tne debate 
8 likely to be a landmark In tbe con- 
stitutional development of Germany. 
The Kaiser's Injurious impulsiveness 
was the theme of most of the ad- 
dresses.

In 
"Collier's" is running a remarkable 
series of articles^ipon the American 
saloon, while in the "Cosmopolitan" 
for May one of the big brewers argued 
against Prohibition, and the Secretary 
of the Notional Temperance Society 
had a strong message for absolute Pro- 
hibition.

GRAND JCRrS REPORT, 


The Grand Jury reported as follows: 
We, the Grand Jury, in and for the 


county of Bucks, beg leave to offer the 
following report: 


We have had before us twenty-foul 


bills of indictment, all of which we 
have found to'be true. 


We visited the Almshouse and found 


the bath tubs on the different floors to 
be in very unsatisfactory condition, 
the same being very old iron tubs, and 
seemingly beyond repair.
